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In early October 1951, three armies, including motorized artillery and 
chemical units, of the 3 Field Army were between Amoy and Foochow. 


Under the Fukien Military District Command were two garrison regiments at 
Foochow and one garrison regiment each at Changchou (117-2, 2-32), Chin~ 
chiang (118-3), 24-54) and Amoy. sch regiment had 1,600 troops. 


3. On 5 October, 13 Chinese Communist motor junks left Foochow for Ptingt'an 
(119-7, 25-30), with cargoes of coir rope approximately two inches in 
diameter. According to crew members of the junks, this rope will be used 
in the Chinese Communist atteck on Chinmen in the near future. 


h. In late September, 62 anohibious tanks left behind by the ‘ationalists at 
Jukong Wharf, Shanghai, at the time of the Nationalist evacuation were being 
repaired by the Chinese Communists in Shanghai. 


5. In late September a unit with 50 Soviet and US tanks were holding maneuvers 
frequently in the Kiangwan-Chenju (121-25, 31-17) area near Shanghai.
